HIGHWAYMEN FLEE 
TO ESCAPE HIS FISTS 


Horse Owner Gives Chase 
Despite Threat to Kill 
With Machine Gun. 


Courage of Maurice “Dutch” Irwin, 
widely known in local sporting circles, 
in grabbing a pistol pointed at his heart 
last night frustrated a bold attempt to 
rob him of cash and jewels valued at 
$26,820. 

The attempt, executed by two men, 
took place about 8:30 o’clock, on | 
street northwest, between Twelfth and 
Thirteenth streets. Dozezns of per- 
sons were walking in the block, or were 
driving automobiles along the street 
when the robbers ‘attempted to force 
Irwin to accompany them on a ride 

Irwin, who lives at 1613 Allison street 
northwest, drove into the block and 
parked his car near Thirteenth street 
As he stepped from the running board 
of the machine two men walked up to 


| him, 


One man pointed a pistol at Irwin’s 
chest and said: “Get back in the car, 
D-*tch. W-°' > going ‘> take you for a 
ride.” 

The other Man in the meantime had 
walked around Irwin's car, and stepping 
in slid under the wheel preparatory to 
driving off. 

The man with the pistol added: 
“You'd better do ‘vhat I say Dutch, be- 
cause we've got you covered with a 
machine gun, and if you don’t we'll 
blow your head off.” 


Robber’s Pistol. 


Irwin grabbed the pistol with his 
left hand and, drawing back his right 
fist, swung to the man’s jaw. The 
w@uld-be robber, disarmed and with 
blood streaming from his mouth, stag- 
gered back. Turning, he ran around 
the corner and up Thirteenth street. 
The other, apparently discomfitted at 
the flight of his companion and at the 
rapidity with which Irwin’s fists were 
moving, leaped from the car and fled 
east. on I street. 

Irwin, with the robber’s pistol in his 
hand, gave chase to the man he had 
struck and saw him turn into an alley 
by the Franklin School. An automo- 
bile which had been driving slowly 
along the street turned up the 
alley, and as Irwin approached its en- 
trance he saw the robber enter the 
machine. 

“If you don't stop I'll shoot,” the 
sportsman shouted after the disappear- 
ing car. It only gathered additional 
speed. Raising the robber’s revolver, 
Irwin fired two shots down the alley. 
He is confident the bullets hit the car. 

A passing automobilist volunteered 
to aid Irwin in the chase, and they 
trailed the robber’s car through the 
alley. It turned north on Twelfth 
street with Irwin still in pursuit. For 
several blocks in the downtown area 
Irwin continued the chase, but never 
again did he draw near enough to fire 
at the fleeing car, which finally dis- 
appeared south on Thirteenth street.

City-wide Search Conducted. 


Irwin went to police headquarters 
and reported the incident and imme- 
diately a city-wide search was started 
for the robbers and their car. 

Irwin said that when the trobbery 
was made he had in his pockets $6,120, 
a watch valued at $700 and diamone 
studs and rings valued at about 
$20,000. 

The sportsman explained vhat he 
was carrying such a large amount of 
money because he had had a lucky 
day at the Laurel race track, cashing 
in on five bets. He said he had never 


seen either of the two men involved 
in the attempted robbery, 
he believed they had seen him cash 


but that. 


his bets at the race track and had tra‘:¢d 
him into town. Irwin has five horses 
runnnig at Laurel. 

Irwin said both men were of slight 
build, about 5 feet 6 inches tall. 

The methods used by the would-be 
robbers were similar to those used by 
a holdup man who recently robbed a 


drug store clerk of several hundred 


dollars. In that robbery che clerk was 
forced into a taxicab at Thomas Circle 
by an armed man who warned him 
that he was “covered by a machine 
gun.” 

Police believe that in both instances 
the machine gun was fictitious ana 
was used merely in an attempt to 


frighten the victims, successfully in 
the case of the clerk, but without avali 
against Irwin.

MISSION DISPUTE 
ALSO IS EXPECTED 


Convention Likely to Divide, 
in Addition, on Faith 
Healing Policies. 
Controversy out of which may come 
several reforms in church procedure 
and practice is expected to develop at 
the general convention of the Epis- 
copal Church, which will formally 
open tomorrow as a result of pro- 
grams for the sessions napped out 
yesterday by the national council at 

the Willard. 

Probably the most heated debate of 
the entire convention will center 
around the proposal to give vomen 
increased authority and power in the 
church’s activities. This will be pre- 
cipitated by a report of the joint com- 
mission on deaconesses which will rec- 
ommend that women be regularly or- 
dained to the order of deaconess, “thus 
giving the office of deaconess a dis- 
tinctive place in the ministry the 
church.” 

Submission of the report is the out- 
growth of a long battle which women 
have made for higher official recogni- 
tion in the church. Principal obtection 
to the report is said to "e based on 
the contention that ordination 
women as deaconesses wouid tend to- 
ward advancing them 
hood.

Eggs at Jackson 


Nearby Listeners to Anti-

Member of Utility Board

VALUATION FIGURES 
ARE $350,000 APART 


Commissioner Contends That 
Agreement Would Cut 
Weeks of Sessions. 


With the valuation by the Public 
Utilities Commission expert only 
$350,000 less than that demanded by 
the Washington and Georgetown Gas 
Light Companies, Col. Harrison Brand, 
member of the commission, yesterday 
brought the gas valuation hearings to 
a temporary halt with a proposal that 
one member of the commission act 4s 
examiner and hold unrecorded hearings 
in an effort to bring about agreement 
on differences. 

His proposal, Brand sgid, was made 
in an effort to relieve the stenographic 
record of the hearing from a large 
amount of details and to speed up the 
hearings, which threaten to drag along 
for weeks, so that “two members of 
the commission” would have time for 
other work. 

Col. William B. Ladue. another com- 
mission member, also is Engineer Com- 
missioner of the District, but John W. 
Childress, chairman, made it a point 
to announce that “I haven't anything 
else to do.” 

At the Sssi* 1. Swagar Sher- 
ley, chief of counsel for the gas com- 
panies, had proposed that the engineers 
of the companies and the commission 
get together on an agreed valuation on 
the direct and so-called indirect costs 
of reproducing the physical property of 
the companies. |

Ladue Balks Proposal, 


This proposal, however, was objected 
to by Col. Ladue and was rejected by 
the commission at a brief executive 
meeting at the close of the morning 
hearings. Col. Brand’s proposal was 
written in pencil and submitted : to 
Chairman Childress in the course of the 
afternoon hearing and the formal hear- 
ings were adjourned for the day to be 
resumed at 9:30 o’clock this morning. 
An informal discussion of Brand’s pro- 
posal was held with commission mem- 
bers, attorneys for the companies and 
People’s Counsel Ralph B. Fleharty par- 
ticipating. 

Col. Brand at first proposed that the 
unrecorded hearing might later be ex- 
tended to indirect costs and working 
capital and possibly to depreciation, 
but he rephrased his proposal so that it 
would not involve these factors. 

“Such examinations,” he proposed, 
“should be open to any who desire to 
attend and be for the purpose of iron- 
ing out differences in inventory and 
pricing when possible, and for reduc- 
ing to convenient form the differences 
which can not be so ironed out and to 
extend for the present, at least, only to 
direct costs.” 


Sherley and Hoover Object. 


Col. Ladue said he would object to 
having determination of prices included 
in such a proceeding. Fleharty said he 
thought something like Col. Brand pro- 
posed should be done and that an 
agreement could be reached on the pro- 
posal, he believed. 

Sherley and George B. Hoover, an- 
other of the companies’ staff of coun- 
sel, however. declared they were not 
prepared to enter into an agreement 
whereby the valuation fa¢ts were to be 
determined “piecemeal.” In such a 
procedure, Sherley said, the company 
would not know where it was coming 
out in the final totals. 

The whole question was left unset- 
tled, to be discussed again at the hear- 
ing today. What will be done is prob- 
lematical. Although Chairman Childress 
said he favored the plan, it is believed 
that any objections Col. Ladue may 
have to the extent, of the proposed un- 
recorded examiner hearings will be 
heeded if he sticks to them. 

The hearings yesterday disclosed for 
the first time the figures arrived at 
by H. Carl Wolf, consulting engineer 
employed by the commission to make 
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the new physical valuation of the gas 
properties. 

The direct costs of reproduction as 
figured by Wolf were $773,060 more than 
the direct costs figured by R. O. Lu- 
- queer, of the firm of Forstall, Robinson 
& Luqueer, valuation engineers em- 
ployed by the companies. Wolf put 
the figure at $15,951,160 and Luqueer 
put it at $15,178,100. 

There was a difference of $659,075 
the other way around on the indirect 
costs total, Wolf placing that cost at 
$3,192,335, while Luqueer said it was 
$3,851,410. 


Depreciation Not Fixed. 


The cost of reproducing new the 
tangible property of the companies 
was fixed by the commission engineer 
at $20,229,230 as compared with §820,- 
$79,510 which was the estimate of Lu- 
queer. 

These figures do not take deprecia- 
tion into account, the companies fix- 
ing the amount by which depreciation 
reduces their total at $826,750, leaving 
their total at $19,752,760, to which 
they propose to add an unnamed sum. 
for “going concern” value and “over- 
head on land” value. These last two 
items will be opposed by Fleharty, who 
believes he will find support for their 
elimination in the Wolf figures. At 
the last valuation of the gas proper- 
ties the companies claimed approxi- 
mately $5,000,000 for “going concern” 

ue. 

The commission engineer figuras 
depreciation amounting to $1,085,- 

should be deducted from this re- 
production total, making that figure 
$17,346,542. 

The present valuation on which the 
gas rates are fixed is approximately $i6,- 
000,000. If the companies succeed in 
getting the new valuation they claim 
ig the current one, the figure on which 
gas rates are based will be almost 
double the present figure.

POLICE CONVICTED 


Captain and Detective Plead 
Guilty to Bribery and 
Extortion Charges. 


REMOVAL OF 4 URGED 


Philadelphia, Oct. 8 (U.P.).—The first 
convictions of police officials on evi- 
dence of bribery and extortion uncov- 
ered by the eight-week investigation of 
a special grand jury were recorded to- 
day. 

Capt. William C. Knoell and John 
Sells, detective, entered guilty pleas 
when called for trial. Herbert Layre, 
another detective, will hear more evi- 
denve against him Tuesday when the 
trial is resumed. All were charged with 
bribery and extortion and accused of 
having accepted protection money from 
bootleggers and saloonkeepers in their 
districts. 

Knoell was’ released under $25,000 
bond so that he can arrange his per- 
sonal affairs before being sentenced 
Tuesday. Sells and Layre were released 
under bonds of $10,000. Sells will be 
sentenced--with Knoell. 

Seven police officers, including four 
captains, were caught tonight in the 
mesh of evidence woven by the grand 
jury investigation, 

Besides Knoell, Sells and Layre, Capt. 
Charles W. Schoenleber and Matthew 
Patterson, State representative and 
ward leader, were arraigned today on 
similar charges. Pleas of “not guilty” 
were entered for them when both 
stood mute, and their trial was set for 
Octcber 19 


3 Captains Cited for Suspension, 


Police Capts. John Freeman and 
James Gross were cited for immediate 
suspension by the grand jury in its 
first report after the eight weeks of in- 
vestigation.

Germans Strong in St. Louls. 


Then there is St. Louis, which gives

In the city here there is a divi- 
sion known, facetiously, as the Hinden- 
berg line. The street which marks the 
division, incidentally, is of perfectly 
good French form. Nevertheless, south 
of it, there is no doubt of the popu- 
lace’s origin and racial temperament. 
Under the head of racial temperament 
comes the.dislike for this country’s 
prohibition laws, especially as they re- 
late to beer. 

Politically, it has heretofore been Re- 
publican, This German atmosphere as 
said before, spreads over into adjacent 
and nearby counties. ~ 

There are other elements of Ameri- 
ca’s great melting pot here, Poles, 
Ktalilans, Jews, all that go into the 
crucible of America today. And it is a 
striking commentary on this year’s 
presidential campaign, that the Demo- 
crats look to these motley but Ameri- 
can Republicans to give them the 
State, or to give it to their presidentta! 
candidate, It reflects the picture >f 
the country as a whole. The Republi- 
cans, on the other hand, expect little 
assistance from their former voting

PRIEST DIES TRYING 
TO PREVENT SUICIDE 


Rambling Note Left by Man 
Who. Visited Pastor in 
Texas Is Clew. 


DISPUTE ENDED BY SHOTS 


Beaumont, Tex., Oct. 8 (A.P.).—The 
Rev. Anthony de Simone, pastor of St. 
Joseph's Catholic Church, and John 
Rose, statuary and candle dealer, were 
shot to death here today in the study 
of the priest’s home, in what police to- 
night believe was a case of homicide 
and suicide. 

After examining a letter written by 
Rose two days ago, police expressed the 
theory that the man, a Catholic, had 
contemplated suicide, told the priest of 
his intention, and then. either shot 
Father de Simone intentionally or in 
a scuffle when the pastor attempted to 
dissuade him. 

Father de Simone died with a bullet 
wound through his heart and another 
through his head. He was found 
slumped against the chair at his desk, 
one hand clutching a birth certificate, 
which authorities thought might 
throw some light on the case. 

Rose, with a bullet hole in his right 
temple, was found on the floor nearby 
with a pistol under his arm. Three 
shots had been fired from the weapon.

Rose attended mass at St. Anthony's 
Catholic Church before going to the 
rectory of St. Joseph's Church. Several 
persons who saw him said he appeared 
to be in good spirits. 

The priest and Rose, who could speak 
little English, were known to be 
friendly Rose sold candles and statu- 
ary to the Catholic churches here and 
to the parishioners.

flying along the airway and parallel 
with the mail-plane’s fll, ht. 

Explaining it did appear that the 
lights of the airship are not as strong 
as they might be, Assistant Secretary 
of the Navy for Aeronautics Warner 
said the subject of Aircraft lighting 
was being made the subject of further 
study and for the present it seemed 
best for the dirigible to keep away 
from the airway path.

Commerce Department air commerce 
regulations, effective December 31, 1926, 
provide that between one-half hour 
after sunset and one-half hour before 
runrise, airships shall carry and dis- 
play the same lights that are prescribed 
for airplanes, except the side lights 
shall be doubled horizontally in a fore 
and aft position and the rear light 
shail be doubled vertically. It pre- 
scribes further that lights in a pair 
shall be doubled vertically and at least 
7 feet apart.

Must Be Ratified by U. S. 
Senate Before Others 
Ast, Diplomats Say. 


CONTEST BY BORAH SEEN

America will have to assume the lead 
in ratifying the Kellogg antiwar pacts, 
according to indications here which ree 
flect a certain distrust on the part of 
Kuropeul: as well as Latin-American 
countries as to the action of the United 
States Senate may take by way of res- 
ervations before giving its advice and 
consent to the pact. 

The European desire to let the Amer- 
ican Senate ratify before, rather than 
after, the other powers have ratified 
is based chtefly on recollections of the 
Senate's refusal to ratify the Versailles 
Treaty and the World Court, followed 
by ihe reservations which the Senate 
later imposed as a condition to Amer!l- 
can adherence to the international high 
court of justice. There appears to be 
no serious apprehension in Europe as 
to the Senate's action, but a -policy 
of caution will probably be followed 
nevertheless. 

But there are genuine misgivings in 
several of the American republics over 
the Seuate’s prospective action, and 
Argentina, Brazil and Chile will be 
disposed to withhold final action, un- 
til the Senate of the United States has 
ratitied 

The possibility, tf not probability, of 
a reservation on the Monroe Doctrine is 
disturbing several of the American re- 
publics, notably Argentina. They fear 
that the United States Senate, in order 
to protect this time-honored American 
policy, will place them in the position 
of indorging the Monroe Doctrine with 
lis corollaries and thereby accepting 
Implications which they regard as re- 
flections on thelr national pride and 
national sovereignty. 


Borah Regarded as Champion. 


Word hus reached some of the Latiu 
American diplomats that Senator Borah, 
chairmanp of the Senate foreign rela- 
tions committee, wtll champion the 
cause of Latin-American countries when 
the Senate debates get under way. 

But the prospective attitude of Mr. 
Borah admittedly promises to compli- 
cate the situation because of the under- 
standing that the senator from Idaho 
has his own independent ideas of how 
the Monroe Doctrine problem should be 
dealt with, which ideas are not in line 
with those entertained by Secretary of 
State Kellogg 

The latter ts understood to belicve 
that the Monroe Doctrine, with all Its 
corollaries, is adequately protected in 
the pact because the American pledge 
to renounce war does not include a 
pledge to renounce defensive war, and 
defense of tie Monroe Doctrine would 
be defensive war. Under the Kellogg 
interpretation, the Monroe Doctrine 
need not be mentioned at all in the 
pact 

Senator Borah, on the other hand, 
sees no reason for a reservation on the 
Monroe Doctrine, because he is under- 
stood to belleve that America could 
well afford to sacrifice the corollaries 
to the Monroe Doctrine, and regard 
only the basic Monroe Doctrine of self- 
defense aS a matter of national con- 
cern, 

It Is felt that none of the Ldtin- 
American countries would object to 
America’s implied right to self-defense, 
as embodied in the original doctrine, 
by those who support the view cx- 
pressed by Senator Borah. 


Corollaries Bring Opposition. 


The real opposition to the doctrine 
comes as w result of the corollaries, it 
ig contended. The Root corollary and 
the Hughes corollary and the Kellogg 
application of those corollaries in Nica- 
ragua are the main sources of Latin- 
American misgivings, according to the 
Borah interpretation. 

The Monroe principle was simply 
that there should be no extension of 
European territorlal holdings in the 
New World. 

The Grant corollary followed later 
and prescribed that there must be no 
transfer of territory in the New World 
from one European power to another. 

Then came the Olney corollary, stat-

ing that there must be no intrusion by 
any European power in the political af- 
fairs of any government in North or 
South America, and that “the fiat of 
the United States is law upon the sub- 
jects to which ts confines its interpdsi- 
tion.” 

The Root corollary is that what we 
will not permit the powers of Europe 
to do in this hemisphere and what we 
will not permit any American republic 
to make it necessary for the Buropean 
powers to do. Then followed the Hughes 
corollary to the effect that we will not 
yield to any foreign power the control 


of the Panains Canal, or the approaches |: 


to it, or the obtaining of any position 
which would interfere with our right of 
protection or would inenance the free- 
dom of our cominunications, 

Latin American objections to- the 
modern corollaries js based on tlhe fear 
that they may be used as @ cloak for 
encroachment by the United States for 
purposes which the United States may 
regard as beneficial. 

It is understood that Senator Borah 
will not contend that these corollaries 
are safeguarded by the implication in 
the Kellogg pact that wars of defense 
are excluded from any pledge. 


Senator Borah’s Position. 


The position he is expected to take 
will be. that these corollaries can not 
justifiably be defended on the ground 
of protecting the Monroe Doctrine. 

In other words, if the Kellogg treaty, 
by its silence on the Monroe Doctrine, 
relegates these corollaries to the tnter- 
national scrap heap, it is not expected 
that Mr. Borah will shed any tears. 
But it is conceded that any sacrifice 
of the Monroe Doctrine corollaries can 
only be brought about, if at all, by a 
determined legislative battle in the 
Senate. 

It now develops that only one coun- 
try so far has completely and finally 
accepted the Kellogg pact and ratified 
such acceptance. This is Soviet Rus- 
sia. Peru was the first country to ad- 
here, but this was in advance of rati- 
fication, which is now expected this 
week, Roumania, Liberia and Cuba 
have adhered, but ratification has not 
vet been forthcoming.

It 
is the official view, says the London Post, that 
present highways have not nearly reached the 
saturation point, and that it would be un- 
economic to build a $15,000,000 motor speed- 
way for the sake of relieving such exceptional 
traffic as is experienced on fine week-ends and 
national holidays. ‘The promoters. however, 
seem to be satisfied that the scheme will suc- 
ceed, aud are actively pushing the preliminary 
plans. 

Conditions in the United States differ from 
those in England. In this country distauces 
are greater; in England congestion generally 
-is greater. However, highway authorities are 
geverally agreed that some day there will tiave

JAPAN'S NEW EMPEROR. 


If any nations people living under a 
popular form of government are inclined to- 
ward the belief that they have a monopoly of 
political intelligence, it would be both inter- 
esting and educational for them to focus their 
attention on Japan for the coming two months. 

During a season of elaborate ceremonies and 
sacred rites the Japanese will welcome to the 
throne a new emperor. The coronation will 
take place on November 10, when the emperor 
will announce his accession to authority before 
the tombs of his ancestors and before the 
representatives of the people. This event will 
be followed by a long ‘list of functions, which 
will duplicate the ceremonies observed for the 
last 2,000 years. | 

Japan: offers the straugest example of abso- 
| lutism in theory and democracy in practice’ 
of any vation in the world. ‘The persou of the | 
emperor is sacred—he having descended from 
the gods, accordivg to Japanese tradition— 
and his will is theoretically law. The consti- 
tution, which the emperor granted the people

| in 1889, without revolutionary demands, pro-

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vides that the Japanese Empire shall be “reign- 
ed over and governed by a line of emperors 
unbroken for ages eternal,” and that the per- 
son of the emperor is “sacred aud inviolable.” 
Yet the country is governed by legislative as- 
semblies and the executive duties are intrusted 
io ministers, much the same as in Great Brit- 
ain. Within the last year universal male suf- 
frage has beén granted, and the people live 
with as much freedom as the inhabitants of 
Western nations, in spite of the perpetuation 
of the ancient imperial regime. 

Devotion to their emperor, and therefore to 
their government, is part of the religion of the 
Japanese. The success of the Japanese gov- 
ernment, which is the only native system of 
administration in the Far Hast that can be 
called a success, may be traced to the sincere 
devotion of the people and the wisdom of the 
emperors. 

The whole of Japan’s imperial system rests 
upon the traditional worship of ancestors. If 
the ancient history of that nation can be be- 
lieved, young Emperor Hirohito, who will as- 
cend the throne on November 10, is a direct 
descendant of the Japanese sun goddess, who 
sent down her.sovereign grandchild to found 
the empire in the days, when Caesar was su- 
preme in Rome. He is the 124th emperor of 
a single dynasty, for Japan has had but one 
imperial family. Having descended from the 
gods, the emperor assumes the characteristics 
and the responsibilities of divine authority, 

This claim of divinity has never been as- 
serted by the sovereigns of Japan, as it has by 
the rulers of other uations, for of 
power. The emperor is so sincero in his con- 
viction of his divine duty that he exercises the 
utmost diligence in preparation for his

PENNSYLVANIA DEER, 

The Pennsylvania game commission has de- 
clared a “special open season on does and ant- 
lerless deer from December 1 to 15. For years 
female deer have been protected from lunters, 
and the commission’s order has stirred up 
widespread protest. The commission defends 
itself with the assertion that the ratio between 
male and female deer has become too high in 
Penusylvania. Unless steps are taken to re- 
duce the number of females, it is held, deer 
will multiply too fast and the stock will be 
weakened. Deer have increased to such an 
extent that they have exhausted their natural 
sources of food supplies and afro damaging 
crops, according to the commission. 

Pennsylvania sportsmen threaten to make 
the matter a political issue aud as a last re- 
sort they intend to seek court injuuctions 
against the order. ‘There will be slaughter 
between December 1 and 15, they say, such 
as will largely undo all the good that has been 
accomplished through years of conservation. 
There are not too many deer in Pennsylvania, 
according to sportsmen, 

For the moment the matter rests with Uov. 
Fisher. Former Goy, Pinchot and Represen- 
tative Kent have jumped into the fray, the 
latter with a telegram to Gov. Fisher demand- 
ing that the board be removed from office if 
it persists in opening the season on does. Sev- 
eral schemes for fighting back have been sug- 
gested, including the purchase and destruction 
of special hunting licenses and the posting of 
lands to keep out the expected horde of 
hunters, 


Even if there are too many deer in Penn- 


sylvania it would be stupid to destroy them. 
The shy citizens of the forest have been com- 
pletely destroyed elsewhere and Pennsylvania 
may count herself fortunate that her hills are 
again inhabited by deer. If Pennsylvania has 
too many, let her conduct a roundup and cap- 
ture the surplus deer population. Other 
States would be more than willing to accept 
deer herds to repopulate areas that during the 
spendthrift years were denuded of wild life.

Dr. Herman Prinz says that leuco- 
Piakia can be prevented, and in most 
cases it} can be cured without operation. 

Before we get in deeper it is just as 
well to say that leucoplakia is a patch 
of white surface which develops in the 
inside of the mouth. + May become 
brown or any other shade, as the re- 
sult of tobaco stain. It is especially im- 
portant because it so frequently lays 9 
foundation for cancer. The favorite lo- 
cations for these stiff, disclosed patches 
are the inside of the cheeks near the 
mouth or opposite the jaw teeth and 
the top of th tongue. 

The disorder is very likely to develop 
in tobacco chewers and when it does 
lt appears near the place where the 
“chaw” Is commonly held. In smokers 
It ts likely to appear close to where the 
pipe stem touches or the cigar is held. 
If it is the result of irritation from 
jagged teeth it will appear opposite to 
the rough teeth, or uear where the 
plate rubs. 

Dr. Pring tells us that preceding the 
development of the leucoplakia patch 
there is a time in whicn the soon-to-be- 
affected part burns, cr become dis- 
colored. This may be the meaning of 
some cases of that mysterious disorder, 
geographical tongue, or of some cases 
of burning and dryness of the mouth. 

The preventive measures are discon- 
tinuance of the use of tobacco; having 
the teeth cleaned, smoothed and pol- 
ished; grinding away all angles that tr- 
ritate; removing any Irritating bridge 
work; oral hygiene. The earlier this 1s 
done the better.

New Basketball Rules Put | 


Restrictions on Dribble 


Aimed to Force Dribbler to :-Pass or Shoot 
When Path Is Blocked; Guarding From 
Rear to Draw Penalty; Other Changes. 


Nt YORK, Oct. 8 (A.P.).—Al- 
though not going so far as to 
restrict the dribble to a single 
bounce, an action which was taken 
last year and then rescinded after a 
storm of controversy, the new basket- 
ball rules announced today for 1928-29 
have considerable to say about regu- 
lating this spectacular feature of the 
game. 


A new clause is added (rule 15, sec- 
tion 9, under the head of personal 
fouls) which reads: 


“A player shall not hold, trip, charge, 
or: push an opponent whether or not 
either player has possession of the bail. 
If a dribbler charges into an opponent, 
or makes personal contact with an op- 
ponent. without an apparent effort to 
avoid such contact, a personal foul 
shall be called on the dribbler. 


“If, despite the dribbler’s effort to 
avoid contact, personal contact ensues, 
either player, or both, may be guilty; 
but the greater responsibility is on the 
dribbler if he tries to dribble by an 
opponent who is tn his path.” 


This is designed to “emphasize 
the responsiility of the dribbler in 
connection with the fouls resulting 
from the dribble,” “says Oswald 
Tower, Andover, Mass., official in- — 


terpreter of the rules. “Most of 
those who advocate restriction of 
the dribble,” he comments, “think 
that the dribble is used too much 
or that it is impossible to check 
satisfactorily the many fouls_re- 
sulting from its use. The former is 
a matter of coaching; the latter is 
u problem for the rules and of- 
ficials to solve. 


“If the dribbler’s path is blocked, he 
is expected to pass or shoot, that is, he 
ought not to try to dribble by an, op- 
ponent unless there is a reasonatle 
chance of getting by without contact. 
More attention than hitherto is to be 
directed to the dribbler’s responsi- 
bility.” | 

Among other.changes are provisions 
designed to penalize “guarding from the 
rear” by a personal foul, making it il- 
legal for a player to capitalize his great 
height by tapping the ball and then 
catching it on two successive jump 
balls, and stating that “an uncarded 
player may hold the ball indefinitely in 
the court, but as soon as an opponent 
takes a position close by (say within 
a yard) of the player with the ball, 
the latter must get the ball into play.”

Marlboro Grand Jury Takes 
Up Study of Alleged 
illegal Invasion. 


HESSE HOPES TO HAVE 
ALL FORCE DRY AGENTS 


Appeal to Congress Planned; 
Pratt Sends Warrants 
Back to Officials. 


Whether Washington policemen have 
the right to invade Maryland and make 
arrests not only appears certain to be 
brought to test through Maryland 
eourt action, but promises to be an 
issue before the next session Of Con- 


Sheriff Charles S. Early, of Prince 
Georges County, Md., after a confer- 
ence Sunday with J. Frank Parran, 
State’s attorney for Prince Georges; 
yesterday took before the county grand 
jury charges of assault placed against 
four Washington policemen and a 
Civilian assistant by two men whom 
they chased from Washington and ar- 
rested in Maryland, forcing them to 
return to the District at the points of 
pistols. 

Indictment of the five was sought 
when Sheriff Early received from In- 
spector Henry G. Pratt, chief of the de- 
tective bureau and assistant superin- 
tendent of police of the District, the 
five warrants Early had sent District 
police officials to serve oh the police- 
men and their civilian assistant. 

The warrants were not served, Pratt 
said, because the men intended to fight 
extradition, and could be found at any 
time they were wanted if formal extra- 
dition proceedings were begun by Gov. 
Ritchie. 


Maryland Officials Busy. 


While Maryland officials were moving 
to punish the invaders of their terri- 
tery, District police ~fficials were laying 
plans to clothe all of their men with 
Federal authority so that they may en- 
ter either Maryland or Virginia. 

Congress will be asked at the next 
session to enact legislation clothing all 
District policemen with authority as 
Federal prohibition agents, without the 
formality of choice, on the part of Fed- 
eral prohibition authorities or the ad- 
ministering of the special prescribed 
oath. Thirty-eight District policemen 
now are regularly constituted Federal 
prohibition agents, under special ap- 
pointment. 

Plans to clothe all District police with 
the authority of Federal agents had 
been decided on by Maj. Edwin B. Hesse, 
superintendent of police, and his ad- 
visers among his «assistants, but the 
present clash with Maryland authorities 
has given especial point to the plan. 

In the meanwhile Maryland authori- 
ties are going to push the assault with 
a dangerous weapon charge against the 
District policemen. Sheriff Early, when 
he appeared before tne Prince Georges 
County grand jury ‘n Upper Marlboro 
yesterday, told his story of the alleged 
assault. as did also Stephen Johnson. 
12:17 Park place northeast, one of the 
two men arrested. “he »ther Ralph 
Harbough, 2644 Nicholas avenue south- 
east, did not go before the grand jury. 
He was absent from Washington and 
could not be reached, it was sald. 


Action Expected Today. 


The grand jury is expected to make 
known today whether it decidea to in- 
dict or not. An indictment wil! be fol- 
lowed by a request to Gov. Ritchie to 
institute extradition proceedings. 

Albert F. Miller, 644 E street south- 
east, whose name has not heretofore 
appeared in the public discussion of 
the incident, was the civilian who 
acted as chauffeur and aid to the Dis- 
trict policemen. 

The policemen, Joseph Comiskey, 
LeRoy Batchelor, E. W. Gore and J. W. 
Connors, all of the Fourth Precinct, 
have informed their superiors that they 
intend to resist being taken back into 
Maryland. 

The five, it is said, began a chase of 
Johnson and Harbough, for speeding, 
in the Southwest section of the city. 
They arrested them a short distance 
beyond the Maryland line on the Good 
Hop@ road southeast, when a wheel 
came off their automobile. They 
found, they said, 480 quarts of liquor 
in the automobile and brought the 
men back to Washington, charging 
them with illegal possession and trans- 
portation of liquor. 

United States Commissioner Need- 
ham C. Turnage threw the case out of 
court on the ground that the arrest 
was illegal. The policemen told Maj. 
Hesse Jater that they did not know 
they were in Maryland when they ar- 
rested the men. 


150-Year-Old Tree 


Menace, Is Charge 


Theater Manager Says Oak 
Drops Barrage of Acorns 


on Roof of Home. 


Removal of a large whijte oak tree, 
said by Clifford Lanham, District su- 
perintendent of trees and parkings, to 
be not less than 150 years old, has been 
requested’ by S. E, Cochran, manager 
of the National Theater. The tree 
grows in front of Mr. Cochran’s home, 
at 2949 Newark street northwest, and 
he said he fears it will fall on his house 
in a storm. 

The request was presented to Col. 
U. s. Grant 3d, in charge of Federal 
parks, and transmitted to Commissioner 
Proctor L. Dougherty, who turned it 
over to Lanham, who has not decided 
what to do. Other residents of the 
neighborhood, it is said, object to re- 
moval of the tree, the trunk of which 
is 5 feet in diameter. Cochrane said 
the noise of acorns falling on his roof 
is like a barrage of stones hurled by 
boys. 

The old tree takes up a part of the 
sidewalk at the end of the street and, 
should the street be extended, it also 
would project into the gutter.

Prof. Otto Hoetzsch, member of the 
German Reischtag, said last night in a 
lecture in the Georgetown University 
School of Foreign Service, 431 Sixth 
Street. The Rev. Edmund Walsh pre- 
sided. 

Since the signing of the Dawes Plan 
and the Locarno pact, that position of 
equality among nations which Germany 
should occupy has been withheld from 
her, Prof. Hoet-*h said. 

“For the sake of European peace Ger- 
many should be placed on equal terms,” 
he added. “Unequal treaties are, in 
Europe as in China, a serious danger to 
peace. 

“Germany has embraced the Kellogg 
proposal without reservation and at the 
same time is looking with disfavor on 
the secret agreement reached by Eng- 
land and France on disarmament. Such 
secret treaties and negotiations served 
to bring about the war in 1914.” 


$18,000 Awarded 
After Victim Dies 


Waiver Miss Mabel Sneed 
Signed After Accident 


Is Invalidated. 
Ending a two-year legal battle over 
the question whether or not a plain- 


tiff may be awarded damages for in- 
juries, despite the fact that a release 
of the company has been signed, Miss 
Mabel Sneed was victorious yesterday 
over the Capital Traction Co. in a 
$18,000 damage suit. But Miss Sneed 
will never know of her victory. She 
died last spring. 

While boarding a street car at New 
Jersey avenue and C street northwest, 
Miss Sneed, an employe of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, was in- 
jured. After she had signed a release 
of the company for $2°%, Miss Sneed 
reconsidered and entered suit for dam- 
ages. At the trial Miss Sneed was car- 
ried into the courtroom on a cot. The 
traction company besed its fight on 
the release, but a jury in the District 
Supreme Court awarded the woman 
$18,000 against the company. 

The company then took its fight to 
the District Court of Appeals. Two 
days before the appellate court gave its 
decision, upholding the jury's verdict, 
Miss Sneed died. Yesterday the com- 
pany came to the end of the legal 
gantlet.
